San Francisvo, Sept. 5.—The steam- 
ship Mariposa arrived to-day from 
Australia via Honolulu, bringing Sid- 
ney advices to Aug. 12th and Hono- 
lulu atlvices to August 29th. Hon. 
John Dominis, Prince Consort of Ha- 
waii, died Angust 26from a sudden 
attack of pneumonia. He had been 
ill some time with the gout, which 
turned to inflamatory rhéeumatiem. 
Poeumonia subsequently set in. 
Queen Liluakalani was much affected 
by the death of her husband. The 
remains were lying in state at the 
Palace, when the steamer left, guarded 
by Captain Nowlein and forty men 
from the Royal barracks. The Prince 
was born iu Schenectady, New York, 
May 10, 1832. His father was an Ital- 
jan and his mother an American lady 
of Boston. He was taken to Hawaii 
when a child. He came to California 
in 40 during the gold excitement, 
and spent some time here. He was 
married to the present Queen of Ha- 
wali some years ago. 

The United States steamship 
Charleston arrived at Honolulu Au- 
gust 28th, eight days from San Fran- 
cisco. 

A severe shock of earthquake occar- 
red at the island August 25th. As far 
as known no great damage was done. 

The Mariposa was delayed a day in 
arriving here on account of a severe 
storm expérienced between Sydney 
and Auckland. The storm lasted four 
days and the seas frequently broke 
over the vessel, and the cabins were 
soaking. The pilot house and smoke 
room were stoven in and some other 
damage done. Those on deck nar- 
rowly escapad being washed over- 
board. Antonio, one ef Mme, Bern- 
hardt’s valete, and the ship’s doctor 
were slightly injured. The steamer 
was six days in making the passage 
between Sydney and Auckland, which 
is usually made in four days. 

Among the steamer’s passengers 
were Mme. Bernhardt and company, 
who were tendered a reception on their 
arrival here. 

When the steamer left Sydney John 
L. Sullivan’s combination were, about 
to proceed to Melbourne. A, number 
of Americans greeted Sallivan on his 
arrival in the colonies, but no recer- 
tion of note was given him. Sullivan 
proceeded to indulge in liquor on h‘s 
arrivai in Sydney, but did not create 
any disturbance. Captain Haywood 
stated the stories of Sullivan’t conduct 
on shipboard were much exaggerated.

“The subject of beet culture will 
also come before the meeting and it is 
expected that Kaupisch brothers will 
give valuable information to the farm- 
ere under this head, as experiments 
have already been made in the valley 
with very flattering results. The 
Kaupisch brothers thoroughly under- 
stand thie question, a8 their father 
had a beet sugar 1 oc his farm 
in the old country. hey have also 
in the business in Cali- 
fornia with satisfactory results. They 
have sent a quantity of sugar beets 
uced on four different ranches in 
Carson Valley to their sampling works 
at Alameda, Cal., for the purpose of 
giving them a thorough test. These 
samples will give the results of four 
different kinds of soil. Hon. H. F. 
Dangberg and Hon. H. Springmeyer 
have both made tests in beet culture 
here. Mr. Springmeyer finds that he 
produced a ton of beets on a square 
rod ofland. This gives 160 tons per 
acre. Mr. Kaupisch tells us that the 
yield on the Pacific Coast ranges from 
100, 125 to 150 toms per acre. Accord- 
ing to this Carson Valley soil takes 
the lead. Mr. Kaupisch thinks the 
soil and climate here is well suited for 
the production of sugar beets and that 
it will give a large percen of sac- 
charine matter.

MOISTURE IN THE AIR. 


Causes and Cenditions which Lead 
to Cloud Bursts. 

The amount of moisture in the 

atmosphere is much greater than is 


generally supposed. Iis capacity for 
sustaining moisture, depends mainly 
upon ite temperature. The atmos- 


phere at 100% F. at the earth’s surface 
is capable of sustaining in an invisible 
form, moisture to one-fifteenth of its 
weight—or an equivalent of one pound 
of water to every inch of area. ence 
it will readily Seen what an im- 
mense volume of water may possibly 
be discharged over any given area, 
when the atmosphere and electric 
conditions are favorable for its sudden 
cordensation, as inthe case of what 
are called “cloud bursts.” Warm 
currents of air, highly charged with 
moisture, are frequently wafted by 
winds over mountains where they meet 
with a cold atmosphere or a col 
current which suddenly forms dense, 
black clouds, that sometimes: drop 
their moisture in perfect cataracts of 
rain. Those phenomena are usually 
termed “cloud bursts,”’ the waters 
from which find their destructive way 
down mountain canyons to the plains 
below.

The ordinary service which the 
pigeon unconseiously performs by car- 
ry ing letters, orders, reports and similar 
lispatehes is based on the natural in- 
tinet of the pigeon to return to its own 
home, to which its nest mate and food 
attract it. In a ‘‘there-and-back” 
licht, however, the task is to induce 
he same pigeon—which, unless carried 
as a rule never forsakea its own 
to fly to another with which it 
has been previously made acquainted 
in Order to provide itself there with its 
ac ustomed food and water and then 
return to its proper home. 

In this manner a pigeon carries a dis- 
patch to a certain spot with a view of 
obtaining food there. The first mes- 
is then removed and an answer 
substituted, which the pigeon on the 
‘ompletionof its feeding carries back 
to its own loft. In this way it is possi- 
ble with a single loft of ten birds 
trained for this particular work to keep 
in constant communication by messages 
tuo places, either or both of which may 
be besieged or blockaded.

It is to be hoped 
that such a service will soon be estab- 
lished, as numerous experiments have 
demonstrated that homing pigeons can 
Hy several hundred miles at sea; that 
they can be bred and trained on board 
ship; that they can recognize their own 
ship among others, and that they can 
be relied upon to carry news from the 
fleet to the shore, and under favorable 
cireumstances from the shore to the 
fleet and from one vessel to another, 
when beyond the range of heliograph 
and electrograph. 

A naval messenger pigeon service 
eannot be improvised on short notice, 
as the pigeons require long and careful 
training before they can be depended 
upon to carry dispatches. War vessels 
employed in defending a coast are fre- 
quently without the means of trans 
mitting information of the utmost im- 

“portance to the mainland. By means 
of trained messenger service they could 
send communications on shore overa 
distance of several hundred miles, sig- 
nal the approach of an enemy's fleet, 
und report quickly all his . movements.
